WAS H I N GTO N | The bewildering fight between 
the government and telemarketers over the 
national do -not- call list took another turn 
Monday when a second federal agency said 
it would enforce the program and President 
Bush signed legislation backing the list. 

The Federal Communications Commission 
said it would seek fines of up to $120,000 
against telemarketers each time they call 
people on the registry. The FCC got involved 


because the Federal Trade Commission, which 
is compiling the list and planned to enforce it, 
has been blocked by a federal judge. 

The list of more than 50 million telephone 
numbers registered by people who don’t want 
to hear from telemarketers is scheduled to

Rove Role 
In Leak 
Disputed 

Investigation urged over 
exposure of CIA operative 

WASHINGTON! The White House denied on 
Monday that President Bush’s top political 
adviser leaked a CIA agent’s identity to retali- 
ate against an opponent of the administra- 
tion’s Iraq policy. 

Prodded by Democrats, the Justice 
Department said it was looking into whether 
a full investigation was warranted — a step 
rarely taken. 

The revealing of the intelligence officer’s 
identity by syndicated columnist Robert 
Novak came shortly after 
the officer’s husband, for- 
mer ambassador Joseph 
C. Wilson, undermined 
Bush’s claim that Iraq 
had tried to buy uranium 
in Africa. 

Wilson has publicly 
blamed Karl Rove, Bush’s 
top political adviser, for the leak, although 
Wilson did say Monday he did not know 
whether Rove personally was the source of 
Novak’s information, only that he thought 
Rove had “condoned it.” 

“He wasn’t involved,” White House press 
secretary Scott McClellan said of Rove. “The 
president knows he wasn’t involved. ... It’s 
simply not true.” 

Four Senate Democrats, including 
Minority Leader Tom Daschle, urged Attorney 
General John Ashcroft to appoint a special 
counsel, a person of “unquestioned indepen-

La. Lowers Drunken 
Driving Biood-Aicohoi Levei 

The state where revelers get blitzed 
for Mardi Gras and daiquiris are 
dispensed at drive -thru windows 
held out about as a long as it could 
before lowering its drunken- driving 
threshold. As of midnight Monday,

Many Telemarketers 
Pledge to Honor List 


Millions More 
Lack Insurance 


WASHINGTON | Many of the largest 
U.S. telemarketing companies say 
they will comply with the national do- 
not-call list even though a legal quag- 
mire has put the program on hold. 

The fight in the courts means tele- 
marketers can keep dialing despite 
President George W. Bush’s decision 
to sign legislation passed by Congress 
last week to affirm the Federal Trade 
Commission’s authority to establish 
the no -call list, which has swelled 
to more than 50 million home and 
cellular numbers. 

The best hope for an immediate 
decline in telephone sales pitches 


may rest with the telemarketers. 
The Direct Marketing Association, 
representing more than 70 percent 
of the telemarketing industry, asked 
its members last week to abide by 
the list. 

Nearly 200 of the largest mem- 
bers have voiced no objection to 
the request and some have actively 
pledged to comply, spokesman Louis 
Mastria said Monday. 

“The industry seems to under- 
stand what we’ve said for almost 20 
years: People don’t want to get called, 
they shouldn’t get called,” Mastria

Number of uninsured 
Americans went up 
2.4 million in 2002 

WASHINGTON | The ranks of the 
uninsured swelled by 2.4 million 
last year as insurance costs kept ris- 
ing and more Americans lost their 
jobs and health care coverage. 

The number of people without 
health insurance the entire year rose 
to 43.6 million, a jump of almost 6 
percent from 2001 and the second 
consecutive annual increase, the 
Census Bureau said in a report being 
released Tuesday. The percentage 
of Americans without health cov- 
erage rose from 14.6 to 15.2. 

The bureau reported a survey 
last week that found more people 
fell into poverty and median income 
declined in 2002, even though 
the recession officially ended in 
November 2001. 

Reflecting the broad scope of the 
recession, significant increases in 
uninsured rates occurred among 
whites, blacks, people 18 -to -64, and 
middle- and higher-income earners. 


CONCORD, N.H. | The New Hampshire 
Supreme Court ruled Monday that 
garbage is private, even when it has 
been put out near the street for col- 
lection. 

The 4-1 decision runs counter to 
rulings by the U.S. Supreme Court 
and high courts in most other states. 
But the court said New Hampshire’s 
constitution provides a stronger 
expectation of privacy than the 
U.S. Constitution. 


Rates increased in all regions of the 
country except the West. 

According to Census Bureau 
analyst Robert Mills, loss of cov- 
erage stemming from layoffs and 
scaled-back benefits was primar- 
ily to blame. 

In 2002, 61.3 percent of U.S. 
residents were covered under 
an employment-based policy, 
down from 62.6 percent in 2001.

WASHINGTON |A Muslim activist 
whose Virginia home was searched 
as part of a federal investigation of 
terrorist financing has been arrested 
on charges of having illegal dealings 
with Libya. 

A criminal complaint unsealed 
Monday alleges Abdul Rahman al- 
Amoudi violated US. law by accept- 
ing, either personally or through the 


American Muslim Foundation he 
heads, $10,700 from the Libyan mis- 
sion to the United Nations and by 
failing to disclose trips to Libya. 

Such actions are illegal under 
US. economic sanctions imposed 
in 1986 following terrorist bombings 
tied to Libya in Vienna and Rome. 

Al-Amoudi, a naturalized US. 
citizen originally from Ethiopia, 


made an initial court appearance 
in Alexandria, Va., but neither he nor 
his attorney would comment on the 
charges. He was arrested Sunday at 
Dulles International Airport after a 
flight from London, officials said. 

Al-Amoudi, 51, has contend- 
ed that he was constantly looking 
for money for the Islamic advoca- 
cy group he heads and sought out 
Libya because it has renounced 
terrorism, (ap)

N. J. Targets Drowsy Drivers 


Law makes driving 
while sleepy a crime 
in deadly accidents 

BORDENTOWN, N.J. | As if Staying 
alive were not enough of an incen- 
tive, motorists in New Jersey have 
another reason to make sure they are 
well-rested when they get behind the 
wheel — a first-in-the -nation law 
against driving while drowsy. 

Under Maggie’s Law, police 
will not be pulling over drivers 


whose eyelids look heavy. But the 
law allows prosecutors to charge 
a motorist with vehicular homi- 
cide, punishable by up to 10 years 
in prison and a $100,000 fine, in 
the event of a deadly crash if there 
is evidence the accident was caused 
by sleepiness. 

No driver has yet been charged 
under the law, which went into effect 
last month and was named for a 20 - 
year-old college student killed in 
1997 by a van driver who admitted 
having been up for 30 hours. 


Recent studies estimate 51 per- 
cent of motorists feel drowsy behind 
the wheel, and about two of every 10 
drivers say they have fallen asleep 
while driving in the past year. 

New Jersey is the first state to 
specifically list going without sleep 
as a crime, according to Darrel 
Drobnich, a legislative analyst for 
the foundation. 

Similar bills are pending in 
New York and have been discussed 
by lawmakers in Washington state.

LOSANGELESi The California recall 
— a combination of star vehicle, 
peep show and political game of 
chicken — has gotten unprece- 
dented national TV coverage for a 
statewide election, receiving more 
airtime on the Big Three networks 
than the White House race. 

From Aug. 1 through Sept. 25, 
the nightly newscasts on NBC, ABC 
and CBS devoted a total of 127 min- 
utes to the recall, said Andrew 
Tyndall, who monitors TV news 
for his Tyndall Report newsletter. 
In that same period, the Democratic 
presidential contenders received a 
total of 36 minutes.

California Gov. Gray Davis, who campaigned with New Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson 
at Los Angeles’s downtown Grand Central Market on Monday. 


That represents unprecedented 
national airtime for a statewide elec- 
tion, Tyndall said. In 2002, the net- 
works gave all gubernatorial races 
nationwide a combined 40 minutes 
of attention for the year. 

Viewers have been lapping up 
the increased coverage. In a CNN- 
USA Today- Gallup poll conducted 
Sept. 19-21, respondents were asked 


if they were paying more attention 
to the 2004 presidential election or 
to the recall. The recall was cited by 
44 percent, the national election by 
37 percent, said CNN political ana-

Troops Caught in 
8-Hour Firefight 

U.S. forces battle insurgents after ambushes 


KHALDIYAH, IRAQ I Iraqi insurgents 
ambushed U.S. convoys with road- 
side bombs and rocket-propelled 
grenades Monday, triggering an 
eight-hour battle in which the 
American military sent in fight- 
er jets, bombers, helicopters and 
tanks. One U.S. soldier was killed 
and three others were wounded. 

In northern Iraq, meanwhile, 
U.S. soldiers launched two dozen 
raids, arresting 92 people and seiz- 
ing weapons and ammunition. One 
of the raids involved the largest joint 
operation between U.S. forces and 
American-trained Iraqi police, with 
some 200 Iraqis taking part. 

The two ambushes hit U.S. mili- 
tary convoys in the Sunni Muslim 


towns of Habaniyah and Khaldiyah, 
6 miles apart along the Euphrates 
River and about 50 miles west of 
the Baghdad. The attackers appar- 
ently hid in trees and shrubs lining 
the dirt road where the roadside 
bombs left four big craters. 

As the firefight raged in 
Khaldiyah, it seemed as though 
the Americans were pinned 
down, with the insurgents open- 
ing fire each time the U.S. patrol 
tried to withdraw. Eventually U.S. 
commanders called in jet fighters, 
A-10 Thunderbolt attack aircraft, 
helicopters and tanks. 

Meanwhile, American troops 
launched raids in Saddam Hussein’s

Former security chief 
says Palestinians 
were better off before 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | The oust- 
ed Palestinian security chief said 
Monday that his people were bet- 
ter off before they launched their 
armed uprising. 

In an AP interview in his Gaza 
City office, Mohammed Dahlan said 
the Palestinians’ first uprising, from 
1987-1993, in which demonstrators 
faced soldiers with rocks and bot- 
tles, was much more effective than 
the current revolt; it “brought us 
back to our homeland,” said Dahlan, 
who along with Palestinian leader 


Yasser Arafat returned from exile 
in the mid-1990s. 

Before the current uprising, 
Dahlan said in the interview, “we 
were in a better position than we 
are now, politically and interna- 
tionally.” 

In Gaza City, meanwhile, about 
3,000 supporters of the Islamic mil- 
itant group Hamas, which has car- 
ried out scores of suicide bombings, 
rallied Monday. A Hamas leader, 
Ismail Haniyeh, said the group is 
ready to halt attacks “if the Zionist 
occupation stops killing civilians.”

Two of three ships in a U.S.

waters off Liberia’s shore over the 
weekend. The third is expected to 
pull out midweek as the United 
Nations takes over the peacekeeping 
mission manned by West Africans, 
the officials said. 

African leaders and others 
asked the United States in early 
summer to send troops to lead a 
peacekeeping force in the country 
ravaged by years of conflict. U.S. 
officials stressed as they debated 
the mission in June and July that 
they wanted only minimal involve- 
ment.

Putin Casts Doubt 
On Kyoto Protocol 

MOSCOW I President Vladimir Putin 
on Monday cast a cloud of doubt 
over the fate of the Kyoto Protocol, 
which needs Russian ratification 
to take effect.

Last of the Sniper Trials 
Could Be Years Away 


WASHINGTON I Nearly a year after 
six people were shot and killed in 
less than 28 hours in the District 
of Columbia and Maryland, 
those cases against the two men 
believed responsible remain in 
legal limbo. 

“With any case that goes over 
jurisdictions, we all have to stand 
in line. They can’t be all tried at 
one time,” said Roscoe Howard, 
U.S. attorney for Washington. 

John Allen Muhammad, 42, 
and Lee Boyd Malvo, 18, face 
separate trials in 
sniper cases that 
occurred later last 
October in Virginia. 
They are suspected 
or charged in 20 
shootings, includ- 
ing 13 deaths, that 
occurred in the District, Virginia, 


50 people listening to live bands, 
according to Blacksburg police. 
Police said some partygoers were 
slamdancing and collided with 


Maryland, Georgia, Alabama and 
Louisiana. 

Experts compare the sniper 
cases with those of Oklahoma 
City bombing suspects Timothy 
McVeigh and Terry Nichols. Both 
were convicted on federal charges 
and McVeigh was executed in June 
2001. Although Nichols is serving 
a life sentence with no possibility 
of parole, he faces trial March 1 on 
l6l first- degree murder charges in 
McAlester, Okla. 

“This is eight years after the 
event,” said Paul Butler, a George 
Washington University law school 
professor. “It won’t surprise me that 
we’re going to have some similar

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The landmark 
comic book series 
‘Sandman’ returns 

B 0 0 KS I It’s a fan’s dream come true : 
the Sandman is back. 

Seven years after he stopped 
writing his groundbreaking, his- 
tory-making comic book series, 
author Neil Gaiman has returned 
to tell stories about Morpheus, the 
King of Dreams, and his six siblings, 
collectively known as the Endless. 

“The Sandman: Endless Nights” 
was released last week as a graphic 
novel to mark the 10th anniversa- 
ry of Vertigo comics, the publisher 
of the series during its run in the 
1990s. The new book is a collection 
of seven short stories illustrated by 
artists from around the world. 

Since the series ended, Gaiman 
has published a story about 
Morpheus. But “Endless Nights” 
is a return to the comic book form. 
He acknowledged a slight case of 
nerves, but said he soon felt right 
back at home with the characters. 

Gaiman started writing the 
Sandman comics in 1989, and 
finished in 1996 after 75 issues. 
Along the way, he revolutionized

the genre, introducing work that 
stood out for its quality writing 
and adult themes, rather than 
superheroes in costumes. 

The series attracted nontradi- 
tional fans, such as women, to the 
comic book world. It won every 
major comic book award and it 
still sells big. 

“For me, it’s something that 
I started 14 years ago,” Gaiman 
said. “But for so many people, it’s 
completely new, and people are 
coming to it all the time.” 

For the new book, Gaiman was 
able to work with artists who had 
never worked with him. He also was 
able to tell tales from the perspec- 
tive of Dream’s siblings — Death, 
Destiny, Destruction, Desire, 
Despair and Delirium. 

After working on “Endless 
Nights” for the past two years, 
Gaiman is heading back to writing 
novels. He is contracted to write two 
books, which means saying good- 
bye to Dream and the Endless for 
the immediate future. 

“When my novelist hat comes 
off again, I will look around and 
blink and call [Vertigo] and say,

The Raveonettes 
can’t leave classic 
rock ’n’ roll alone 

MUSIC I They explored the fur- 
thest reaches of B -flat minor on an 
EP released earlier this year; now 
the Raveonettes shift slightly to 
B-flat major on the Danish duo’s 
full-length debut, “Chain Gang of 
Love” (Columbia). 

The key change has a huge effect, 
and the Raveonettes trade the styl- 
ish noir-rock of the EP for brighter 
pop songs with a vintage early ’60s 
feel, marred with occasional won- 
derful blasts of squalling noise. 


It sounds a bit like Sune Rose 
Wagner and Sharin Foo recorded 
the album on the runway at an air- 
base while jets screamed by over- 
head. 

It’s catchy music and fun to 
listen to. It does not, however, 
“build a brand-new rock ’n’ roll 
sound,” as the band’s press mate- 
rial claims. It’s more accurate to say 
the Raveonettes subvert an exist- 
ing sound. They do a spectacular 
job of it, turning standard guitar 
fills into abrasive bits of musical 
razor-wire and willfully creat- 
ing sonic mayhem with walls of 
white-noise distortion.

The Sane Scientist 

Archimedes’s theories were so advanced, we’re still figuring them out 


TELEVISION! Eureka — a television 
show that doesn’t rot your brain. 
“Nova” (8 p.m., PBS), the guilty 
pleasure series for viewers who 
actually like to learn new things, 
returns with “Infinite Secrets,” 
a history whodunit that unfolds 
like a screen thriller. 

The Greek mathematician 
Archimedes was the Isaac Newton 
and Albert Einstein of his era. In 
addition to his far-reaching math- 
ematical theories and discoveries 
(including displacement and the 
value of Pi), Archimedes developed 
elaborate weapons systems to pro- 


tect his home city of Syracuse, Sicily. 
While his scholarship fell out of use 
during the Dark Ages, Archimedes’s 
teachings were an essential part of 
the scientific revolutions of the l6th 
and 17th centuries. 

“Secrets” argues that the Greek 
scientist may have been far more 
ahead of his time than previously 
acknowledged. In the centuries after 
his death, scribes continued to copy 
his essential teachings. 

Once such copy was a legendary 
booklet from the 10th century called 
“The Method,” which not only con- 
tains Archimedes’ most important 


theories, but also explains how he 
arrived at them. Long considered lost 
to history, a copy of “The Method” 
was discovered in Constantinople 
in 1906 by Danish scholar J.L. 
Heiberg. 

To the Dane’s horror, he discov- 
ered that medieval monks had writ- 
ten over much of the original text. 
They had used its parchment for 
their religious writings. And then, 
in another twist, Heiberg’s “Method” 


was lost soon after the outbreak of 
World War I. 

“The Method” turned up again 
in 1998 and was bought at Christie’s 
Auction house for $2 million by 
an anonymous high-tech tycoon. 
The owner soon turned it over to 
Baltimore’s Walter Art Museum, 
whose experts have used the latest 
technology to retrieve Archimedes’s 
hidden secrets. 

After studying “The Method,” 
some experts now believe that 
Archimedes was very close to 
inventing calculus — the math- 
ematical tool at the heart of mod- 
ern science and engineering — 
more than 22 centuries ago. kevin

DNA Offers 
New Route 
To Roots 

GENEALOGY I Thirty years after 
Alex Haley’s “Roots” launched a 
genealogical renaissance, black 
Americans are exploiting the lat- 
est genetic research to make once- 
impossible connections to their 
ancestral homelands. 

Blacks who search musty file 
rooms in government buildings, 
churches and cemeteries for family 
records have often been frustrated to 
discover their ancestral trails ended 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

Now, African Ancestry Inc., with 
its growing databank of African 
DNA samples, claims it can restore 
some of those lost connections, how- 
ever faintly. 

The small Washington, D.C.- 
based company offers two types of 
DNA tests and says it can usually 
trace at least one family bloodline 
to specific geographic areas on the 
African continent. 

African Ancestry assembled 
its database by plucking genetic 
sequences of African tribes published 
in scientific literature and by collect- 
ing DNA samples from volunteers 
in Africa. It now has a DNA data- 
base of 10,000 people representing 
85 ethnic groups from Africa. 

So with a swab of Monica Myles’s 
cheek and a $349 payment, the com- 
pany was able to tell the attorney 
she was descended, in part, from the 
Ibo tribe — one of the largest eth- 
nic groups in western Africa, where 
most slaves came from. 

Assembling her family tree has 
been something of an obsession for 
Myles. She followed her ancestral 
paper trail to 1810, but ran into a 
dead end and couldn’t place any of 
her family on any of the estimated 
30,000 slave voyages made between 
1400 and 1860. 

“It was frustrating not knowing 
where we came from,” said Myles, 
who still doesn’t have any detailed 
information before 1810. 

But knowing that at least one of 
her ancestors was an Ibo adds an 
additional, albeit vague, limb to her 
family tree she couldn’t otherwise

At first, 
I just thought, ‘No, I just want to 
buy clothes,”’ Nyla said. 

But then she started sewing. She 
made elegant tunic-length shirts, 
nipped in at the waist to provide 
some shape, and paired them with 
long jeans or flowing pants. The 
effect was elegant, crisp and cool. 

An idea formed as her wardrobe 
expanded. 

“I really grew passionate,” Nyla 
said. “I said, ‘I am going to make 
modest clothes for Muslim girls that 
are not expensive.’” 

Today, her dream is haute cou- 
ture, as she starts her first year at 
the Fashion Institute of Technology 
in New York. She even has a name 


picked out for her label — Nyla Coast 
to Coast — because her name could 
be an acronym for New York, Los 
Angeles.

FITNESS I Most people can endure 
only so many crunches and sit-ups 
before getting bored. But a new kind 
of core class is challenging enough 
to keep your attention — Pilates 
atop a device that looks like a sta- 
bility ball sliced in half. 

The fitness tool, called the 
BOSU Balance Trainer, is turning 
up in gyms all over the country. The 
pairing of BOSU (which stands for 
“Both Sides Up”) and Pilates is a 
recent phenomenon, part of a larger 
trend of fitness fusion. Lately, ballet 
spin-off classes have been taking 
off, along with combination yoga 
and Pilates classes, which, at one 
Chicago studio, is called “Piloga.” 

John Garey Pilates Studio in 
Long Beach, Calif., merges the 
Stott Method of Pilates with the 
BOSU. In a Pilates class, on a mat, 
participants don’t always feel their 


abdominal muscles working, Garey 
said. But on the BOSU, “you can’t 
do this without working your abs. 
There’s just no way.” 

Even basic crunches are hard for 
beginners on the BOSU. You have 
to mold your back to the half-moon 
shape, and on the wobbly surface, 
you have two choices: Tighten your 
stomach muscles as if they were 
being pulled taut by marionette 
strings or fall off the dome when 
you try to raise your torso. 

Garey ends the class by hav- 
ing everyone move to the floor for 
jumping squats and other cardio 
moves on the BOSU. And after- 
ward, the class’s stomach mus- 
cles were anything but bored.

Feel It In Your Bones 


DIET I A new study suggests that 
phosphoric acid in cola drinks 
may reduce bone density. Tufts 
University researcher Katherine 
Tucker found that women — but 
not men — who drank more than 
three 12 -ounce servings of cola per 
day had 2.3 percent to 5.1 percent 
lower bone mineral density than 


women who consumed less than 
one serving of cola per day. 

Other studies are needed to 
test the theory, she adds, explain- 
ing that some researchers doubt that 
the level of phosphoric acid in cola 
drinks is high enough to contrib- 
ute to low bone mineral density.

My two-mile walk takes 30 to 40 
minutes. If I jog part of the time 
(it’s more like a fast plod than a 
jog), I’ll still be covering two miles, 
but I won’t be walking as long a 
time. Does the benefit come from 
the distance I cover, the time I put 
in or the effort involved? 

You’re on to something here. The 
higher you get — and, ideally, keep 
— your heart rate, the better. So jog- 
ging part of the time does increase 
the benefit. I don’t know the exact 
equation, but I have heard that you 
can get the same cardio benefit from 
a 45 -minute intense spin- cycling 
class as from a six-hour walk. 



I’d like to develop some more active 
hobbies so I can get more exercise 
than just in the gym. But I’m also a 
total klutz — any suggestions? 

Are you a comprehensive klutz, 
or is it mostly footwork? You could 
try sea kayaking, which doesn’t 
require a sea (lakes and mellow 
rivers work fine).

WIRELESS I It is a familiar modern 
hassle: wasting hours waiting for 
the washing machine repairman. 
In this always-on world, why not 
just notify us — by phone, e-mail 
or text message — so we can make 
sure we’re home when the appliance 
doctor arrives? 

Just such a service, from a com- 
pany called Dynamic Mobile Data 
Systems, was among three dozen 
products introduced last week at 
the fifth annual DEMOmobile, an 
elite gathering for industry insiders 
and journalists.

My most important consideration 
is coverage area. 

Then you’re not going to like T- 
Mobile much. Nextel or Verizon will 
probably suit you better. Verizon’s 
coverage is really hard to beat. 

I need to either change to anoth- 
er wireless provider or change my 
current plan. Will the implemen- 
tation of number portability in 
November bring more competition 
for customers — i.e., should I wait 
until then to make this change? 

If you like your current service, 
then upgrade the plan now. If you 
don’t, then you don’t want to sign a 


new contract, because then you’ll be 
stuck. Best to try to restrain your- 
self, then shop around.

How big could this get? To what 
extent do you think the public cares 
about a story like this? It seems 
some outside the Beltway may write 
this off as a “just politicians being 
politicians” story, but could this 
have traction with the public? 

It is too early to say wheth- 
er this will grow. It is an inside - 
the -Beltway type thing right now. 
And it diverts from more serious 
questions about Iraq and the U.S. 
future there. On the other hand, it 
indicates that within the adminis- 
tration some people appear uneasy 
about how this type of thing is being 
handled. And if it is the first of more 
such leaks, it could become big. 

Since our current president is the 
son of a former CIA director, isn’t it 
curious that he has not ordered an 
internal investigation of this mat- 
ter, since it broke over two months 
ago? Of note, I found Condoleezza 
Rice’s Sgt. Schultz (of “Hogan’s 
Heroes”) imitation, “I know noth- 
ing, I see nothing,” on the Sunday 
talk shows particularly troubling. 

There is a certain irony to the 
president’s position — another being 
that his father had highly praised 
Joseph C. Wilson IV [the former 
ambassador who undermined 
Bush’s claim that Iraq had tried to 
buy uranium] for his actions before 
and during the Gulf War. 

Why has it taken two months for 
this story to get the traction it 
developed over the weekend? 

It is a difficult story to take fur- 
ther than a column that was sourced 
to “two senior administration offi- 
cials” without having some official 
steps taken, unless some inside 
source stepped forward. And this 
weekend, one did.
